The reports for previous years and the orders of Government passed upon them, __ 


Tne Licutenant-Governor has to acknowledge the punctuality with which — 
this report has been submitted. Hitherto the reports have only reached 
Government towards the close of the year succeeding that of the administration — 
of which they treat, and the orders of Government on one report have fre- 

_ quently not reached the officers of the Department till they were about to 
record the results of another year’s labours. In the Resolution on the rt 
for 1876, the Lieutenant-Governor gave an outline of his views on many points. 
of the Police Administration ; but as the orders were not issued till the 2 of 
the year, the present report does not indicate the extent to which they have 
been followed. Much that was then written applies mutatis mutandis to the 
statements now before Government. , r 

-. 2. The total budget grant for the year, including the cost of the Chitta- 
ay Sar amieed Police, and the Government contributions towards the Munici; 
and Railway Police, was Rs. 38,42,647, This was exceeded by Rs, 16,115 in 
consequence of special charges incurred in repairing damage caused by the 
clone, and unavoidable delay in effecting reductions in the Chittagong 4 
tier Police. There was a net decrease in the force of ten inspectors, — 
five sub-inspectors, three head-constables, 113 constables, one European — 
constable, and two mounted constables.

2. Taere is no doubt that the inundation was felt most on the churs of the Brahma- 
putra, but all authorities who have personally and carefully inspected the pa one and all 
absolutely concur in stating that there has been no loss of human life or loss of cattle, and 
that no houses have been washed away, so that the injury is entirely confined to the standing 
crops, which there consist of aous, paddy, and jute. There is no doubt that much of the paddy, 
even under water, must have been recovered, as we learn that on the subsidence of the flood, 
which happily was not of long duration, the owners returned and reaped it as soon as possible. 
The loss is variously estimated : on some low churs, probably situated within the range of the 
current of the Brahmaputra, very little crop could have been saved, but the general conjecture 
is that about $ annas has been probably lost over the immediately affected tract. is of 
course can only be conjecture. At the same time, we know for a fact that prices of coarse 
rice are the same as ruled before the flood. At present prices are unusually dear, and dearer 
in Kungpore than towards the border of the affected tract ; but the prices of the district are 
regulated by export, aud we know that (aleutta, Dacca, and Assam are all indenting on this 
district. This of course benefits the ryot and goes some way to account for his peculiarl 
favorable and prosperous condition We know, as a fact, that much of the Rungpore soil 
gto three crops in the year, and the churs give rubbee as well as aous, and the former may 

considered the more valuable and paying crop. We know also for a fact that there is no 
distress anywhere, ‘The landlords here dare not treat theryot badly, as he will leaye for other 
zemindaries. Rent is moderate, and the condition of the ryot such that labour, which is scarce 
and highly paid fur, has to be almost entirely imported. . 

The Sub-Inspector of Gyebanda writes in a report dated the 6th of August, which gives 
a favorable account of affairs in that part of the district, and which had suffered most— § 

“On receipt of your order dated 31st July, on my report about flood, dated 28th July, — 
I started by boat on the 2nd August, in order to make further enquiries. Since the submission 
of my first report water has begun to subside, and in three or four days it has decreased about 
three cubits.
